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The Clothesline Project Creates Awareness

On Monday, December 6, 
Laurentian's Women Centre dis- 
played t-shirts on a clothesline in the 
bowling alley. The shirtseach showed 
images and phrases that conveyed 
their suffering and frustration from 
various forms of discrimination. The 
purpose of the project is to call atten- 
tion to violence against women. 

The Clothesline Project has 
been promoted by the Women's Cen- 
tre as "an opportunity for women to 
bear witness to their personal experi- 
ence of violence, and celebrate their 
transformation from victim to survi- 
vor in a powerful statement of soli- 
darity." The shirts allow women to 
convey their personal experiences: 
hanging the shirts signifies that indi- 
vidual women are not alone. 

The shirts used in the Clothes- 
line Project are intended to be colour- 
coded to represent the various forms 
of violence women suffer. Yellow 
signifies physical and verbal assault; 
red, rape and sexual assault; blue/ 
green, incest and child abuse. Purple 
represents violence on the basis of 
sexual orientation; orange, racism; 
brown, physical/mental disability. 
White signifies murder and rainbow 
represents any combination of afore- 
mentioned violence. The multi-col- 
oured clothesline is intended to de- 
pict the many forms of violence 
women have endured. 

Chantal Laprise, a member of 
the Women's Centre, stated that the 
colour scheme was not followed rig- 
idly. It was more important that 
women express their feelings in their 
own, personal codes. As well, the 
Women's Centre has a limited

numberof t-shirts available and there 
is little variety in colours. The Centre 
was unprepared for the project this 
year and was unable to dedicate the 
time and resources to reach expecta- 
tions. 

Still, the Centre has made an 
effort to implement the project de- 
spite the setbacks. It encouraged 
women to visit the Centre on Mon- 
day to design shirts, which Laprise 
has described as an intensely emo- 
tional ordeal. The Centre will display 
all the t-shirts they have collected 
this year, in addition to past years, for 



the entire week. Laprise spoke highly 
of the week-long exhibition, empha- 
sizing its suggestion that violence 
against women should not be ex- 
posed on just one day. 

In addition to the Clothesline, 
the Women's Centre, in association 
with Health Services, set up four dis- 
plays on the campus that call atten- 
tion to violence against women. These 
display s promote the project by show- 
ing t-shirts in strategic locations. 
Laprise was hopeful that this year's 
event would lead to better prepared- 
ness and spectacle in the years to 



come. 

The Clothesline Project origi- 
nated at the Women' s Agenda in Cape 
Cod, Massachusetts in 1990. That 
year, the Men's Anti-rape Resource 
Centre in Maryland estimated that 5 1 
000 women were murdered by their 
partners in the United States during 
sixteen years of the Vietnam War, a 
war in which 58 000 Americans had 
died. When members of the Wom- 
en's Agenda visited the Vietnam Me- 
morial, after hearing and comparing 
statistics, they asked themselves, 
"Where is our wall? Our war has 



never ended - in fact, it is worse than 
it ever was." 

The group decided to answer 
the question with a clothesline on 
which women could airouttheir"dirty 
laundry". On October 8, 1990, the 
Cape Cod Women's Agenda hung a 
clothesline of thirty shirts in Hyannis. 
Its purpose was to show that viplence 
against women could be seen every- 
where, even at a vacation paradise 
like Hyannis. 

The project was considered a 
success in its first year and has since 
spread across the United States and 
Canada, and developing in countries 
as far away as Tanzania, England, 
Cuba, and the Philippines. The goal 
of the Clothesline Project has been 
described as twofold: "to provide a 
safe forum for women to speak out 
about the abuse and to educate the 
public about the extent, prevalence, 
and impact of violence against 
women." 

One of the strengths of the 
project is its ability to put a human 
face to the many figures of violence. 
It provides an opportunity to women 
to express the violence they have 
experienced; this expression is an 
integral part of healing. Advocates of 
the project have affirmed that it is not 
intended to invoke sympathy, but it is 
about "women reclaiming their lives, 
finding the courage to survive". 

The Clothesline project also 
aims to raise awareness for violence 
against women. It provides a visual 
image in which to convey the alarm- 
ing statistics indicating violence, 
which are often difficult to compre- 
hend. It is a means for expressing an 
ailment of conmiunities around the 
world. It calls for personal, political, 
and cultural change. 
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Student Protest Turns Violent

On November 30, students 
protested the World Trade Organiza- 
tion (WTO) in Seattle, and in capital 
cities across Canada. Thousands of 
students gathered as governments met 
in Seattle for trade talks; demonstra- 
tions incorporated major labour pro- 
tests. Protesters opposed the privati- 
zation of public programs. 

But the protest turned violent 
and authorities responded violently. 
Seattle Mayor Paul Schell declared 
Seattle ina"stateof civil emergency", 
issuing a midnight curfew until Fri- 
day, December 3rd. Protesters and 
residents were exposed to tear gas, 
pepper spray and rubber bullets. 
Media accounts of arrests have been 
as high as 600. 

Among those arrested was Na- 
tional Deputy Chairperson of the Ca- 
nadian Federationof Students (CFS), 



Elizabeth Carlyle. Carlyle claimed 
that the violence protesters experi- 
enced was far greater than the ag- 
gression they displayed. She stated, 
"There was only ever a small minor- 
ity involved in the violence, and by 
Wednesday, most of it had stopped. 
The real story is the police and the 
National Guard making indiscrimi- 
nate sweeps, arresting everyone form 
protesters to coffee shop patrons." 

The Canadian Federation of 
Students opposes World Trade Or- 
ganization trade talks, asking the 
Canadian government to ensure that 
public education and social programs 
are excluded from the talks. The CFS 
uses its status in the North American 
Ad Hoc Coalition for Fair Trade, in 
addition to its protests, to present its 
position. 

Elizabeth Carlyle claimed, 
"Students oppose the influence of 
multinational corporations in the op- 
eration of public colleges and univer- 



sities. The Canadian Federation of 
Students is here in Seattle to hold the 
Canadian federal government ac- 
countable to people, instead of cor- 
porations that want to privatize our 
schools and hospitals." 

A representative from New- 
foundland and Labrador, Jen 
Anthony, was arrested along with 
Carlyle. "We came to Seattle to dem- 
onstrate against the potential danger 
to higher education posed by the WTO 
negotiations," said Anthony , "Expos- 
ing education to free trade will un- 
doubtedly result in rapid tuition fee 
hikes and the further privatization of 
higher education." 

The Canadian Federation is 
now calling for the release of demon- 
strators. The protesters seem to show 
little remorse for their actions. Carlyle 
stated, "The violence that did break 
out on Tuesday is minor in compari- 
son to the misery that a WTO agree- 
ment would create." 



December 6 - Canada's National Day 
of Remembrance

December 6 has been desig- 
nated Canada's National Day of Re- 
membrance and Action on Violence 
against Women. It was on this day in 
1989 that the honific Montreal Mas- 
sacre occurred: Marc Lepine walked 
intoL'Ecole Poly technique and mur- 
dered fourteen women simply be- 
cause they were women. He blamed 
women for his rejection from the 
school when he applied for admis- 
sion. This mass murder forced many 
Canadians to acknowledge the vio- 
lence women endure. 

This year marks the tenth an- 
niversary of the tragedy. It has led to 
reflections on the present violent situ- 
ation in which women find them- 
selves. "In the ten years since the 
Montreal Massacre numerous stud- 
ies, surveys and initiatives have ex- 
posed the problem of violence against 
women," stated Gary Fohr of the 
White Ribbon Campaign, "More than 
five times that many women lose 
their lives every year, the difference 
being that they are murdered one at a 
time. While some women are killed 
by strangers, the majority lose their 
lives in what has come to be termed 
intimate femicide." 

National Groups have united 
in a call for awareness of violence 



against women on this occasion. The 
coalition has pointed to recent statis- 
tics to show that this type of violence 
is still widespread. It claims that one- 
half of Canadian women has suffered 
at least one act of violence since they 
were sixteen; one quarter of women 
has experienced violence from a part- 
ner. 

They also claim that 93% of 
female psychiatric patients were the 
victims of at least one serious ac- 
count of physical/sexual abuse by a 
male partner. They also suggest that 
39% of violent marriages involve chil- 
dren witnessing the abuse. Marsha 
Sfeir,Co-ordinator of Training, Edu- 
cation Wife Assault argues, "A con- 
servative estimate of the costs of vio- 
lence against women in Canada is 
$4.2 billion per year." 

The responsibility for reduc- 
ing violence against women is not 
exclusive to assailants. Public con- 
sciousness needs to encourage social 
change. The coalition argues, "Just 
as we have changed attitudes about 
the acceptability of drunk driving, all 
of us working together can make vio- 
lence against women socially unac- 
ceptable." 

The coalition to stop violence 
against women has developed a list 
of directives for everyone to follow 



to ensure that violence decreases. 

1. Talk about the issue with your 
family, your friends, and your chil- 
dren. 

2. Listen to and believe anyone who 
talks about violence. Don't underes- 
timate their concerns. 

3. Find out about programs and serv- 
ices in your community. Get involved, 
volunteer or donate money to a 
sexual assault centre, shelter for as- 
saulted women, or violence preven- 
tion program. 

4. Organize a community meeting to 
talk about how to make your commu- 
nity safe. 

5. Meet with or write to your local, 
provincial or federal politicians. Tell 
them that stopping violence 
against women is an important issue 
to you. Ask them what they are doing 
to stop violence against women. 

6. Pledge not to commit, condone, or 
remain silent about violence against 
women. 

7. Take part in local activities on 
December 6th - bring a friend or 
relative and take time to mourn 
the victims of violence and then work 
for change. 

8. Wear a Rose Button, Purple Iris 
Button, or White Ribbon to show 
your commitment to ending vio- 
lence against women.

Doran Planetarium Presents Christmas Star 

Laurentian University's Doran Planetarium will present its 
special holiday-season presentation entitled, "'Tis the Season" 
which focuses on the origins of the Christmas star from December 
17 to December 19. 

Christmas is the season of light, yule logs, sparkling Christ- 
mas trees, the menorah, and luminaries. The Doran Planetarium 
presentation will offer an interpretation of these historical traditions, 
and investigate possible astronomical explanations surrounding the 
"Star of Bethlehem." While describing the Christian and Jewsih 
traditions, "'Tis the Season" will also look at Pagan, Celtic, Egyptian, 
and Hopi-Indian rituals. 

There will be six presentations of "'Tis the Season". They will 
be presented in English on Friday, December 17, at 7 pm., on 
Saturday, December 18, at 1 pm., 3 pm, and 7 pm, and Sunday 
December 19, at 3 pm. The French-language presentation of "La 
saison des fetes" is scheduled on Sunday, December 19, at I pm. 

Admission to the planetarium presentation is the donation of 
one non-perishable food item per person. The food collected will be 
donated to Sudbury's Ste-Anne Parish Christmas food drive. 

The Doran Planetarium is located on the first floor of Lauren- 
tian University's Eraser Building. 

Cardiac Care on the Web 

Laurentian University's School of Nursing and Centre for 
Continuing Education, and the Sudbury Regional Hospital are pleased 
to announce that they have been recently awarded a grant of $ 1 00 000 
from the Office of Learning Technologies, a branch of Human 
Resources Development Canada. This grant will enable both institu- 
tions to develop "Cardiac Care on the Web," an on-line learning (e- 
leaming) program for nurses working in the area of cardiac care. 

This new initiative, to be developed over three years, will 
offer nurses who are currently practicing or who wish to practice in 
the cardiac area an opportunity to acquire skills and knowledge in a 
largely web-based environment. "Cardiac Care on the Web," which 
will be available in both English and French, will enable nurses to 
acquire university credits towards a Bachelor of Science in Nursing 
(B.Sc.N.) degree and could be used by nurses to prepare for specialty 
certification in cardiac nursing. 

"Cardiac Care on the Web" is presently in its first stage. It is 
expected that, in the Fall 2000, the French and English modules will 
be delivered on-line to a pilot group. 

Thisproject will alsooffer researchers in Laurentian's School 
of Nursing the opportunity to assess the effectiveness of on-line 
learning in a workplace environment. Tlie data gathered from the 
research component of the project will help Laurentian University to 
construct e-leaming environments that serve the needs of both 
students and teachers. In this day, when we are challenged to create 
new learning environments and use technologies for learning at 
home and at work, "Cardiac Care on the Web" is an initiative fitting 
of the year 2000.

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Dear Lambda, 

This letter is regarding the 
food services on campus, especially 
the Hitching Post, located in SSR, 
which I find appalling. The issues I 
wish to expose are hours of service, 
and the level of "service" itself. 

First of all, I find the hours of 
service pathetic. Many students take 
various levels of the meal plan for the 
convenience it offers them. Not every 
student has a car, and, together with 
the horrendous public transportation 
system in Sudbury, it is very difficult 
to get groceries, except for the SG A ' s 
grocery bus service. 

Now, students are not able to 
purchase food at the Great Hall after 
6:30 pm at the latest, which leaves 
students to go to the Hitching Post, 
which is open until 1 0: 30 pm one day 
a week, then either 1 pm, or closes as 
early as 7 pm. Coupled with the late 
opening times of food services, this 
means that students on the meal plan 
can only purchase food from 8 am 
until 10:30 pm. I find this unrealistic 
for the many students who are up late 
studying. Where can they buy food 
between 1 0: 30 pm and 8 in the morn- 
ing? Not from the vending machines, 
which would be a good idea. Also, 
where are students who have 8 am 
classes supposed to eat, if the Great 
Hall does not open until 8 am? 

Now, onto the "service" at 
these outlets. I find the service at the 
Tim Horton's and the Science II Caf- 
eteria outlets to be the best on cam- 
pus, and something for the others to 
look up to. About two weeks ago, I 
went to the Hitching Post and or- 
dered a grilled cheese on brown bread. 
We, the paying students, were told 
that the "service" was going to be a 
little slow. Seeing the "women" be- 
hind the counter "working", no won- 
der. Their slogan can be paraphrased 
from Ace Ventura. Pet Detective: if 
it's not ready in one hour, just wait 
longer. 

The sandwich finally came. 



but it was on white bread. Greasy 
food all tastes the same, but on prin- 
ciple, I pointed out their mistake. I 
asked, "Is this brown?" and was told, 
"It's white, you didn't tell us you 
wanted brown." I then told them, 
(there were three behind the counter, 
all ineffective I might add), that I'd 
ordered mine with brown bread, 
which my friend backed up, and, re- 
alizing (I think) their grievous error, 
they offered to make another one, but 
I didn't want to wait another 25 min- 
utes, which the first, incorrect one 
had taken, and walked away dis- 
pleased. It seemed to me and the 
friend I was with, that nobody was in 
control there. 

The next instance: yesterday I 
was at the Hitching Post with another 
friend, at 9:30 pm, and was told that 
the grill was closed, with half an hour 
of "service" left on the clock! The 
reason? The grill was full of bacon, 
which the "woman" was frying up 
"for the next day's club and BLT 
sandwiches," we were told. Relating 
back to what Mat Thompson men- 
tioned a few weeks ago, I am of the 
opinion that when a "service" outlet 
has set business hours, they should be 
prepared to serve in those business 
hours, and not shut grills off, or put 
them off limits for students who only 
have them to turn to for food, espe- 
cially after varsity practices. 

What I am calling for is an 
evaluation of campus food services, 
especially those run by smdents, ex- 
cept the franchise outlets such as Sub- 
way and Tim Horton 's, as mentioned 
earlier. It seems as if Marriot does not 
set any standards for the outlets to 
follow, and if these standards are 
being met, then they could replace 
the current workers with monkeys 
(or some of Nick Stewart's squir- 
rels), and we would get similar, if not 
better, service.

In End of Days, Amie plays 
Jericho Cane, an ex-cop turned secu- 
rity goon who, since the brutal mur- 
der of his wife and daughter, has 
taken to having booze for breakfast 
wTiile nursing rampant suicidal 
tendancies. After protecting a client 
from an assassin. Cane tracks down 
the geriatric offender to a hole-in- 
the-wall in the seedier side of New 
York City. After discovering that the 
man had cut out his own tongue, it's 
all downhill from there for Cane as he 
stumbles upon an ancient Doomsday 
prophecy and gradually comes to re- 
alize that he's the only man that can 
save world from destruction. His 
search leads him to Christine York 
(Robin Tunney), a 20-year-old up- 
per-class woman raised by devil-wor- 
shippers and who was marked from 
birth as the one who would conceive 
Satan's child within an hour from 
midnight on New Year's Eve. Intent 
on seeing this millenial prophecy 
through, the Devil possesses a hu- 
man body (Gabriel Byrne), with 
which he can raise a little hell until he 
has the chance to get his groove on. 
Between fighting Satan, his minions 
and even himself, Jericho definitely 
has a lot on his already-full plate. 

Gabriel Byrne acquits him- 
self very well as the Devil (or as the 



movie calls him, "The Man") in End 
of Days. Smug, infernally self-con- 
fidant and oozing with subtle charm, 
he fleshes out the Prince of Darkness 
like a James Bond/used-car salesman 
hybrid. One moment, he's hungrily 
kissing a woman in a chic restaurant. 
The next, he calmly walks out, and 
with a sly grin, blows it sky-high. He 
is as every bit as composed and slick 
as you would imagine him to be, and 
Byrne plays him to the hilt. 

As the world-weary and trou- 
bled Jericho, Arnold does a surpris- 
ingly decent job in End of Days, 
which is a fortunate thing for us. 
He's one of the few remaining "clas- 
sic" Hollywood figures, like Martin 
Scorsese and Robert Deniro, who 
have had a rich history and of whom 
moviegoers have a very specific set 
of expectations. Amie was, and al- 
ways will be, an action hero. His 
position as such has been tarnished 
by hideous attempts at comedy (Jun- 
ior, Jingle All the Way), and even his 
most recent attempt at comic action 
(the abysmal Batman and Robin) was 
a flop. At 5 1 , Arnold was perilously 
close to completely losing his grip on 
acting credibility and on what made 
him a star: his roots in stone-faced, 
B-Movie-dialogued action. Fortu- 
nately for the movie-going public. 
End of Days marks the return of the 
gun-totin', ass-kickin' Amie that we 
know and love. 

Acting aside. End of Days 
itself is a touchy subject. Obviously, 
the movie deals heavily with reli- 
gion, and whenever Hollywood de- 
cides to make a movie involving this, 
they're putting their necks on the 
chopping block. While End of Days 
wasn't boycotted like Dogma was, 
the movie still stands to lose money 
on all those offended by the movie's 
gore and controversial portrayal of 
certain elements of the Catholic 
church. This is definitely not a movie 
for children or for the overly reli- 



gious/close-minded, as they might 
find the movie's images (murderous 
priests, people being stabbed with 
crucifixes, the Devil having sex, so 
on) a little too disturbing/offensive at 
times. And that right there is what 
will turn most people off of End of 
Days: the gore and grittiness which 
lends the movie its constantly dark 
feel. Given, there are a lot of funny 
one-liners tossed throughout the 
movie, but they aren't so much that 
they bring the movie out of its grim 
darkness.. .which is a good thing. In 
a film that' s supposed to raise tension 
in its viewers, the creepy impending- 
apocalyptic atmosphere goes a long 
way. 

Lastly, and perhaps most im- 
portantly, this movie is above all a 
typical Amie flick. The action is 
steady, the lines are cliched and comy , 
and Ah-nuld looks great doing it all. 
Given, it does have its quirky bits, 
like the fact that Arnold is stuck with 
a biblical name (Jericho Cane? Why 
can't any of these doomsday fighters 
ever be given a normal name like 
Willie or Norm or something?). It's 
also important to know that, appar- 
ently, Satanists are REALLY into 
hard rock. The Devil's flunkies were 
playing Rob Zombie while The Man 
was wandering the neighbourhood, 
and as all the Devil's followers were 
gathered to watch him trigger the . 
End of the World, they were all lis- 
tening to Guns 'n' Roses! Think 
they're trying to tell us something? 

All in all. End of Days is a 

great retum to classic Arnold. While 
most people will have trouble getting 
past the disturbing bits, those who 
can get past them will be treated with 
some great Amie action coated with 
a creepy apocalyptic theme. Sure, 
the movie won't win any Oscars nor 
will it provide any kind of intellec- 
tual debate, but if you're looking for 
some mindless blow- 'em-up fun with 
a dark, creepy edge. End of Days is 
for you.

People walking by the Great 
Hall Foyer Thursday, December 2nd 
around 1:30 pm were treated to a 
bathrobe clad, wig wearing man with 
pendulous breasts.

positive message reached 
everyone in attendance. 
The one hundred or so 
attendees watched as 
Nawrocki, a versatile per- 
former who is an ac- 
claimed cabaret artist, 
weaved a tale surround- 
ing several different char- 
acters that portrayed dif- 
ferent viewpoints about 
homosexuality. The one- 
man show also uses many 
different props, costumes 
and "cheap tricks" (a 
seven-foot talking penis) 
to bluntly talk about 
changing relationships 
and gender confusion in the 1990's. 
I spoke with Norman after the 
performance and asked where and 
how he gathered his material for the 
show. The show is successful be- 
cause according to Nawrocki, the 
characters and story lines are straight- 
from across Canada. One of the most 
important things to note is that the 
show does not joke about gay bash- 




ing, but rather pokes fiin at hetero- 
sexual myths." 

Overall I believe that this show 
was a perfect keynote for Aids Aware- 
ness Week because it forced us all to 
confront our biases and our precon- 
ceived notions. However, I do think 
that everyone who attended left with 
a mind that was just a bit more open.
